W HEREAS, under the Provisions of an Act passed in the prsamWr. 
Sixth and Sevcntli Ye.irs of the Reign of His late Majesty 
King William the Fourth, intituled “ An Act for improving g , w. i.

r, Act passed in the First Year of the Reign of Her present Majesty,

passed in the First and Second Years of the Reign of Her present

“ Dublin Metropolis,” or under the Provisions of any Act or Acts 
amending, continuing, or extending the said last-recited Acts or any 
of them, certain Powers, Rights, Duties, and Authorities are given 
oo to vested in, or imposed upon the Justices of the Pe.ace in and for 
’ 335. A the 
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the District of Dublin Metropolis to rate and assess, collect, and 
levy certain Rates for the Purposes in said recited Acts respective!)' 
mentioned : And whereas it is expedient that an Office for the 
Collection of the said Hates in tlie said District of Dublin Metropolis, 
and of certain other public Rates in the City of Dublin, should be 5 
e.stablished, under due Superintendence mid Control: May it there- 
fore please Your Majesty that it may be enacted ; and be it enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 10 
That from and after the Commencement of this Act the several 
Powers, Duties, and Autboritie.? of applotting, levying, and collecting 
the Rate.s, Cesses, and Taxes in the said recited Acts respectively 
mentioned shall ccasc to be exercised by the Justices of the Peace 
therein empowered in that Behalf, save as herein-after excepted, but I.o 
shall be vested in and exercised by the Collector General of Hates 
herein-after mentioned, and .shall be performed in the Manner by 
tliis Act directed, and not otherwise, anything hi the said Acts or 
any of them, or any Law, Statute, or Usage, to the contrary in any- 
wise notwithstanding. 20 

II. And be it emicted, That it shall be hawful for the I.,ord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, by Warrant under liis LJancl and Seal, to appoint 
from Time to Time such Person as he may think proper to be the 
Collector General, of Rates for the Purposes of this Act, and to 
remove such Person, and in like Manner to appoint any other Person S5 
in his Place ; and in case of the Sickness or nece.ssary Absence of 
such Collector General it shall be lawful for the said Lord Lieutenant, 
in like Manner, to appoint some oilier Person to act in the Place of 
.such Collector General ; and such Collector General shall and he is 
hereby authorized to applot, collect, levy, and receive the Rates, dO 
Cesses, and Taxes herein mentioned, and all Arrears thereof, in the 
Manner by this Act provided. 



III. And be it enacted, Tiiat upon the Death, Resignation, or 
Removal of any Collector General appointed undei' this Act, the

Time being, in his own proper Name only, or by his Name and 
ID Description of Office, to sue for and recover the same from such 
Person, witli Double Costs of Suit, in any of Her Majesty’s Courts of 
Record at Dublin, by Action of Debt, in which Action it shall be 
.-•ufficient for such Collector General to declare as for Money liad and 
received to the Use of such Collector General for the Purposes of 
15 this Act; and the Defendant in the Action may, at the Discretion 
of any Judge of such Court, be held to Special Bail in such competent 
Sum as the Judge' shall order ; and the Court in which the ^Lctioii
